Fall—Time To 
Paint And Repair 

In thé cool of autumn, when the 
harvest has been gathered, the wise 
farmer turns ‘his attention from the. 
stubble fields and begins to think of 
a winterizing program for his farm 
buildings and equipment, 

Fall is a good time for such work 
because the farmer is more likely to 
have more time for painting and re- 
pairs in autumn than in the apring 
or summer, Also, buildings and equip 
ment are most in rfeed of such ca're 
after the hard, hot season, Wood has 
become parched and dry throughout 
the summer and it will require care 
if it is to resist costly decay, while 
metal has more’ than likely develop- 
ed ‘rust spots and dents. 

All farm buildings should be in* 
spected for sections which require 
painting and repatrs, Care should be 
taken to ensure that out-of-the-way 
places, such as under the eaves, are 
examined and well protected with 
paint in anticipation of the ‘rigors of 
the coming winter, It is in such ob- 
scure spots that rot frequently sets 
in with unhappy results. Decaying 
wood should be replaced before start- 
ing the paint job. 

Waterspouts and other metal fix- 
tures around farm buildings should 


‘ be well coated with paint to preserve 


the metal and to avoid annoying 
leaky drains, Rusted metal should be 
sanded or wire-brushed before primer 
or paint is applied. 
, A winterizing program should def- 
initely be laid down in Fall for all 
farm equipment, Paint can be used 
freely and frequently on all wood or 
metal parts exposed to the weather. 
Shafts, chains, sprockets and all 
fright wearing surfaces should be 
given a thorough coating of good 
rust preventative, with special care 
given .to tractors and stationery en- 
gines. Cleanliness, paint and grease 
are paramount importance for effi- 
cient storage of this type of equip- 
ment, 

Rubber tires on tractors and trail- 
ers should be properly inflated, Veh- 
icles usually can be blocked up, to

With the news that. Precision 
Radio will opcupy the new store

The. building is attractively plan- 
ned with a set-in plate glass front 
ornamented with a pillar and reces- 
sed beam construction of 're-inforced 
concrete. build, the walls were pre- 
fabricated in slabs and hoisted inté 
position, This provides for a 2% inch 
insulation space within the entfre 
upper, wall area, which is filled with 
zonolite, . 

‘Radiant heating, présehtly holes 
studied by the National Research 
Council with favorable results, is in- 
stalled in the concrete slab floor. 
When the heating unit is completed 
it will provide for warm water being 
pumped through the circuits. and 
radiators controlled by thermostats. 

The building is brightly lighted 
with fluorescent lamps, set in trof- 
fers flush with the ceiling, This pro- 
vides a wider range of light and eli- 


minates much of the dust accumula- 
tion on the lights, This. electrical 
work was done by R. H. (Os) Tory,

ed as part of the store front’ (when

Farm Labour Movement 
West In Full Swing 


The movement of farm help from 
Ontario and Quebec to the Prairie 
Provinces gained momentum with 
about 700 workers leaving for the 
Western harvest during the five days 
September 2 to September 6 inclu- 
sive, it was announced by Hon, Hum- 
phrey Mitchell, Minister of Labour, 
, The markedly increased daily 
movements last week brought the 
total of workers to leave for the 
West since August 20 to 1,941, just 
459 short of the total of 2,400 farm 
workers originally requested. through 
the offices of the National Employ- 
ment Service and Provincial Farm 
authorities by farmers of the three 
Prairie Provinces. 


Manitoba reported their present 
requirements filled and the trend in- 
Micated that the initial requirements 
of the Prairies, would likely be filled 
by the latter part of this week, How- 
ever, it was quite possible that the 
original figure of 2,400 would be in- 
creased depending on whether or not
